REMARKS

By this Amendment, claims 4, 5, and 8 have been canceled. Claims 1-3, 6, 7 
and 12 were previously canceled.

Claims 4, 5 and 8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Hector (U.S. Patent No. 5,590,546).
